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Wounded Knee Agreement Signed 


WOUNDED KNEE. S.D. (AP) - A six-point 


agreement was signed on Thursday between the 
government and militant Indians to end the 37-day 
takeover of Wounded Knee, federal officials said. 


According to the agreement: 
—Russell Means, leader of the occupying In- 


dians, will go to Washington Saturday to meet with 
White House representatives. 


—Once that meeting starts, the Indians will leave 


Wounded Knee, submit to arrest and be taken to 
Rapid City for arraignment. 


There will be a federal investigation of Indian 


affairs throughout the Pine Ridge reservation and 
an audit of tribal funds. 


—The Department of Justice is to consider and 


where appropriate bring civil suits to protect the 
legal rights of all individual Oglala Sioux Indians 
against unlawful uses or abuses by tribal govern- 


ment or federal authority. 


—A presidential treaty commission will be set up 


to reexamine the 1868 government treaty with the 
Sioux Nation. 


—Indian leaders and White House represen- 


tatives will meet next month in Washington to con- 
sider Indian affairs. 


The agreement serves as the basis for the Indians 


laying down their arms and the evacuation of all 
bunkers and roadblocks in and around Wounded 
Knee. It provides that the disarming will be im- 
plemented by government law enforcement of- 
ficers with the cooperation of the AIM leadership. 


Means called the occupation 
"a minor 


preliminary victory. The real victory will be when 
the traditional chiefs and head men of the Sioux 
tribes meet with representatives of the White 
House." 


He called the agreement "a small victory in the 


Indian war with the United States over our treaty 
rights." 


The traditional chiefs of the Sioux are ordained 


by birthright, but must have also proved their 
worthiness through personal physical and moral 
feats. Means said. 


Asst. U.S. Atty. Gen. Kent Frizzell. who signed 


the agreement for the government, said, "I don't 
think any great victory has been won by anyone at 
Wounded Knee. I think we have all learned 
something here and now hope we will go on and 
improve conditions between whites and Indians. I 
think what we have learned is that all of us have 
failed in the past to live up to our agreements. 
We're going to do a better job in the future to see 
that these agreements are kept." 


Frizzell said the truce does not provide for 


amnesty for anyone connected with the takeover 
"All persons for whom warrants are outstanding 
will be arrested." he said. 


The agreement was signed by three American In- 


dian Movement leaders. Means. Clyde Bellecourt 
and Carter Camp: by Pedro Bisonnette. vice presi- 
dent of the Oglala Sioux Civil Rights Organization, 
and by Chief Tom Bad Cobb. a traditional Oglala 
Sioux chief. AIM leader Dennis Banks did not sit at 
the table nor did he sign the agreement. 


The pact was signed in the traditional tepee on a 


hill overlooking the village. A Sioux religious 
ceremony and smoking of a peace pipe preceded 
the signing, with all AIM leaders, including Banks, 
participating, along with Frizzell. 


Before the signing, Frizzell told the Indians: 


"I'm very impressed with your warriors and with 
this religious ceremony and I pray to my father in 


heaven that the agreement we are about to sign are 
not empty words I commit myself and my govern- 
ment to the extent that these promises will be 
fulfilled." 


The agreement came after six straight days of 


talks to end the takeover of the historic site. 


More than 250 Indians, led by AIM. moved into 


the village the night of Feb. 27. ransacked the 
Wounded Knee Trading Post and told the 11 
residents they were political prisoners 


Means has said Oglala Sioux villagers in 


Wounded Knee invited the occupation force and 
that the hamlet was chosen because of its sym- 
bolism to the American Indian 


Wounded Knee was the site where, in 1890. 14H 


Sioux men. women and children were killed by 
soldiers of the I'.S. 7th Cavalry in the last major in- 
cident of the V S -Indian wars 


Gray's Name 
Is Withdrawn

The President said, after 


talking to Gray by telephone for 
five minutes, "it is obvious that 
Mr. Gray's nomination will not 
he confirmed by the Senate.

Carpenter Raps Kruger . . . 
Patrol Recruitment 
Practices Attacked

A fiery Sen. Terry Carpenter Thursday 


accused Col. J. E. Kruger, State Patrol 
superintendent, of "sitting on his duff" in 
defiance of a 1967 Legislative directive to 
recruit more state troopers from minority 
races. 


Kruger shot back that the Patrol is 


"open to anyone who is qualified" 
regardless of race. 


Moreover. Maj. E. P. Schrpeder told a 


Legislative committee, the patrol is 
"beginning" to implement that six-year- 
old order on a "person-to-person basis" 
consisting of the normal 
screening 


procedures of all applicants contacting 
people the patrol "knows." 


"We don't try to get people to join the 


patrol anymore than you go out and try to 
get people to run for the Legislature." 
Kruger said. 


Carpenter countered that such efforts 


do not constitute an "affirmative action" 
to increase minority race members on the 
330-man force. 


Recruiting. Carpenter said, means 


"going out there and getting them—not 
sitting on your duff." 


'Brother, you better get on the ball!" 
The patrol currently has three Mexican- 


Americans on the force and no blacks. 


The 
1967 resolution directed the 


patrol to "immediately 
initiate a 


recruiting program to find qualified per- 
sonnel among persons of the Negro, In- 
dian and Mexican races to employ as 
troopers." 


The new recruitment policy was in- 


tended to "halt the implied segregation of 
the past and bring about a better un- 
derstanding and working relationship 
among all the peoples of Nebraska." 


The confrontation occured at hearing 


on LR25 which would direct the patrol to 


eliminate its new 5'8" height requirement 
because it discriminates against people of 
Mexican and Japanese ancestry. No ac- 
tion was taken. 


. Stan Porras, director of the Mexican- 
American Commission, told the com- 
mittee that tbe average height of his peo- 
ple is 5'6" and consequently few can 
qualify to become state troopers. 


Until two weeks ago. the patrol's height 


requirement 
was 5'10", but pressure 


from the commission and the federal 
government prompted the patrol to ease 
the height stipulation. 


Kruger said the change was ordered by 


Gov. J. James Exon. although Kruger 
said Lt. Col. C.P. Karthauser personally 
opposed the change. 


In opposing LR25, Kruger said the need 


for physical stature in lawmen dates back 
to the Roman Empire and any further 
erosion of the requirement would en- 
courage physical attacks on lawmen. 


Kruger. who said he is barely 5'10", 


quoted a Sausalito. Cal.. study which in- 
dicated that 52C^ of the assaults on 
lawmen there happened to the 8r7 of of- 
ficers who were 5'8". 


"Size." Kruger maintained, "is very 


important to the people of the State of 
Nebraska." 


Carpenter noted that the FBI requires 


its men to be 5'7" and asked Kruger how- 
courage can be equated with size. 


Kruger answered that it doesn't, but he 


said in "certain situations" it is very im- 
portant for a policeman to be of at least 
average physical stature. The average 
Anglo-American height is 5"8" and 
gradually rising. Kruger said. 


And Kruger said the patrol has no trou- 


ble finding enough interested men who 
meet the requirements. He said 300 men 
who all met the necessary physical stan- 
dards recently applied for 26 positions as 
troopers.

The committee increased Gov. J. 


James Exon's budget recommendations 
for the college system by $813,584 in state 
tax funds. 


Whereas the governor had proposed an 


$85 million general fund package, the 
committee boosted that figure to about 
$94 million. The Carsten bloc has 
prepared an amendment to push the total 
to' $10.5 million.

dation for the state college system is

The $10.5 million amended request 


compares to an original budget request of

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IN PERSPECTIVE

Knowing the problems that man's carelessness and 


callousness have produced for society over the years, it is 
with trepidation that one would advocate Congressional 
removal of the roadblocks to construction of the Alaskan oil 
pipeline. But we wonder if such is not the course of action 
lor the nation to take at this time. 


In sn many things there are economic ramifications that 


leave us in a dilemma, such as wheat exports to Russia. The 
exports help our balance of trade situation but they drive the 
prices up on foodstuffs on the domestic scene. 


The Alaska pipeline would seem to have no such adverse 


economic side effects. The North Slope oil reservoirs in 
Alaska are said to be many times U.S. crude reserves and to 
tap them would substantially reduce imports. 


* 
But in reducing imports you do not end up with the 


economic bad effects of exports. All the side effects, in fact, 
are to the advantage of the nation. More domestic produc- 
tion of oil should tend to lower petroleum prices, a product 
of greater self reliance. 


Additionally, greater domestic production means more 


jobs within our own nation and more capital created through 
the utilization of our natural resources, a condition most 
appealing to poverty ridden Alaska. 


Also, the Alaska oil piped to the southern port of Valdez, 


would call for construction of more U.S. transport ships, a 
further boost to the U.S. economy. Then, there is the matter 
of the looming shortage of fuels in the years immediately 
ahead. 


There are some who say that the fuel shortage has been 


exaggerated and we wondered ourselves at one time if this 
was not true, if the prediction was not a scare tactic on the 
part of the petroleum industry. Whether it is a scare tactic or 
not, it is a growing reality that would be greatly offset by the 
Alaska resource. 
* 


Those who arbitrarily stand on the shortage as a false 


issue have some obligation to prove their point and we know 
of no such proof. The shortage, in fact, is already a bit of a 
reality in the allocation of gasoline by major refineries as op- 
posed to sale on demand or need. 


There is, further, the issue on which this matter of the 


pipeline has been grounded. Federal courts have stopped 
this multi-million dollar adventure on the grounds that Un- 
cle Sam lacks the authority to approve the pipeline job. 


This lack of authority was tied to the lack of provisions 


in law for granting of a right-of-way of sufficient width to 
handle this Alaskan project. The law now allows for only a 54 
foot wide right-of-way grant and the Alaskan project, for a 
road and the pipeline, would exceed this. 


Thus, the pipeline has not been knocked out by the 


courts on ecological or environmental grounds. 


* 
Surely, this matter of right-of-way is one that Congress 


can and should determine. It seems rather ridiculous that 
the issue should rise or fall on such a question as width of the 
right-of-way when all the argument is over other factors. 


Environmentalists have won this first round in the 


courts, not on environmental grounds, but on a legal 
technicality. Thus, the courts have not passed on the en- 
vironmental question and apparently will not as things now 
stand. 


And the environmental arguments seems rather difficult 


to buy. It is a little hard to imagine much real damage to 
Alaska from a pipeline passing largely through waste land, 
especially when the facility appears to have widespread 
backing in Alaska itself.

What Next In Indochina? 


The extent to which the Nixon administration 


still feels committed to aid anti-communist forces 
in Southeast Asia should become increasingly clear 
in coming days because of the threatening positions 
now held by North Vietnamese and insurgents in 
Cambodia and South Vietnam. 


The North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 


reportedly are poised for some sort of major offen- 
sive which could be targeted at Saigon itself. The 
American people have been led to believe that the 
days of involvement of U.S. manpower on the 
ground are past and that the South Vietnamese 
military is strong enough to successfully defend its 
country. But President Nixon's hawkish speech the 
other night warned Hanoi of the consequences of 
increased military- activity in the south, implying, 
while not specifying what this country would do. 
that the U.S. role might not be over. As columnist 
James Reston observed last week, the President 
owes the Congress and the people a definition of 
the limits of his policy regarding future events in 
Indochina. 


The test of America's commitment might be 


more severe in Cambodia, where the imperiled 


regime of Marshal Lon Nol sits surrounded and cut 
off in the capital, Phnom Penh. The Cambodian 
army seems incapable of holding off the Khmer 
Rouge insurgents and their North Vietnamese 
allies despite heavy American bombing support. 
The next step the U.S. may take is an airlift to 
supply Phnom Penh. With pressure coming from 
President Thieu of South Vietnam, who said in 
Washington Wednesday that a communist victory 
in Cambodia would pose a dire threat to his coun- 
try, one can imagine what President Nixon might 
have in mind for the next step after an airlift. 


The American people have sacrificed much for 


the anti-communist regimes in Indochina and now 
the President owes them at least an explanation of 
what he intends to do. 


One thing he might not be able to do. even if he 


wished, is to offer reconstruction aid to North Viet- 
nam. The willful violations of the Vietnam cease- 
fire agreement by Hanoi and the renewed threat to 
the stability of the government in Cambodia have 
exasperated most of the rebuild-for-peace forces in 
the United States. 


The personal accounts of tor- 


ture brought back by our POWs 
ought to make us resolve to turn 
Richard Nixon's 
hoped-for 


generation of peace into a reali- 
ty. 


The tales of horror are es- 


pecially ugly when they are mul- 
tiplied by perhaps tens of 
thousands or more for the years 
of terror that came to Vietnam 
directly through the hands of 
men or indirectly from airplanes 
or big guns. 


What we are now hearing is 


horrible enough. What we 
probably will never hear could 
be even uglier. 


And all of it ought to make our 


resolution strong — to make 
peace work and to end whatever 
human suffering we can 
wherever it may occur. 


The evening of televised ac- 


counts of the treatment of 
prisoners — first in the 
dramatized version of the 
seizure of the USS Pueblo and 
then the tapes of the comments 
of POWs — made me wonder 
why Americans don't establish a 
new unwritten 
code for 


prisoners. 


The code would say that a 


prisoner can confess to anything 
he wants anytime he wants. 


Both the Pueblo story and the 


descriptions of torture at the 
hands of Vietnamese indicated 
that those who perpetrate such 
acts can get a prisoner to say 
anything in time. 


The POWs repeatedly told of 


new rounds of torture that they 
were able to last through for a 
time, but eventually most of 
them broke anyway. 


In many cases, it seemed, 


what their tormentors wanted 
was some kind of confession for 
use in propaganda. 


That seems hardly enough to 


build a case of national honor 
for. 


Instead, all of us who are at 


home ought to understand that 
anyone captured may start con- 
fessing to anything as soon as he 
winds up in enemy hands. 


If he wanted to do that the 


minute he's taken, that ought to 
be all right with the rest of us. 


Perhaps it would save POWs 


the mental and physical anguish 
that must go with attempts to 
hold out and that must leave 
both seen and unseen scars for 
years to come. 


We might even be able to 


build a better case for national 
honor if we can point to our ef- 
forts to insure that we have 
given POWs the choice to speak 
if they want to, accompanied by 
the assurance that they needn't 
feel ashamed of such perfor- 
mances when they return. 


I suppose a line might have to 


be drawn on the giving of infor- 
mation which might directly en- 
danger lives somewhere else in 
the field. 


But, with the art of in- 


telligence as sophisticated as it 
is, that may not be all that im- 
portant anymore, either 


In any case, some kind of un- 


written code ought to be 
adopted, with the hope that it 
would never have to be used.

Another matter which we 


ought to approach more 
cautiously than emotion would 
urge is the connection some 
would draw between the torture 
of American POWs and aid to 
North Vietnam. 


There may be good reason not 


to provide such aid, but I wonder 
if this is one of them. 


If we say we will not aid a 


country which has shown such 


cruel disregard for human life, 
we indict our South Vietnamese 
allies and ourselves as well. 


If Hanoi is not to be helped to 


rebuild solely because of its 
treatment of the men who 
fought for us, what then are we 
to do about Saigon's tiger cages, 
where political prisoners were 
treated with utter disregard for 
human life? 


And, at the same time, what 


are we to say about our own 
record of terror in Vietnam? 


Although we like to think of 


ourselves as more humane, even 
in time of war. the facts seem to 
be that men on all sides of nearly 
any war become capable of cruel 
and inhuman acts. 


The human suffering that 


results is not limited to 
Americans' suffering. 


The agony of other men is just 


as real. 


Thus, when we look at the 


question of whether we aid 
North Vietnam, we must look to 
other criteria or pretend we 
don't wear the blinders of 
hypocrisy. 


We surely can never repay 


the debt we owe to the men we 
sent to fight in Vietnam. 


But we might do a better job 


of it if we resolve to make peace 
work and to do all we can to 
make the lives of veterans at 
home meaningful ones, rather 
than using them once again as 
pawns in a game of international 
politics. 


We may find it difficult in such 


times to live the biblical im- 
perative to "love your enemies 
and pray for those who 
persecute you," but no one 
promised that turning the other 
cheek would be easy. 
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Powers Remain Separated 


In denying President Nixon the right to im- 


pound federal highway improvement funds, the 
U.S. Court of Appeals affirmed the nation's historic 
separation of powers. The court ruled that the 
President could not impound the funds, refuse to 
spend them, for matters unrelated to the program 
itself. 


Nixon had refused to spend the money ap- 


propriated by the Congress on the grounds that to 
do so would be inflationary. Thus, the President 
cannot use inflation as an excuse to govern the 
spending of highway money. 


That may well undercut a number of other 


Nixon objectives but we are not too disturbed 
about this. What is important is that it is the job of 
the Congress to appropriate money and the job of 
the President to administer its spending. 


If Nixon or any other president had the un- 


limited power to refuse to spend funds ap- 
propriated by Congress, then the law making 


power of the nation would be in the presidency. 
Congress could be nothing more than a rubber 
stamp, approving only what it was assured the 
President would agree to. 


This does not mean that Nixon cannot continue 


to cut back on government spending. He can. for 
one thing, continue to put the pressure on Congress 
for a ceiling on government outlays, a pursuit in 
which he has experienced some success with 
Senate adoption this week of a $268 billion federal 
spending lid. 


Also, the President can cut programs for 


reasons relating to the nature of those programs. 
Thus, he can cut for the sake of efficiency or on the 
basis of the nation's needs. 


In other words, he still can continue to ad- 


minister the economic affairs of the nation, which 
is his responsibility. And that is where his respon- 
sibility ought to remain, not over in the legislative 
area if we are to maintain our historic separation of 
powers and system of checks and balances.

^Unethical Conduct' Charged 


Washington — White House 


counsel John Wesley Dean III, 
who prepares all President 
Nixon's legal opinions, was fired 
from his first law job for 
"unethical conduct. 


Civil Service Commission files 


contain a form, dated August 30, 
1967, and marked ''Inquiry For 
United States Government Use 
Only," which gives a report on 
Dean's dismissal from 
the 


prestigious Washington law firm 
ot Welch and Morgan. 


The form is signed by Vincent 


B Welch, senior partner, who 
checked "Yes" after the 
question. "To your knowledge 
has (Dean) ever been discharged 
or has he resigned from any 
employment after boing told his 
conduct or work was not 
satisfactory?" 


I'nder "reason for discharge 


or resignation," Welch wrote: 
"Unethical conduct." Asked to 
"please explain fully," he 
added: "While employed by this 
firm, applicant undertook work 
unbeknownst to us at the time, 
in direct conflict with the in- 
terests of the firm and a client 
thereof."

The handsome, blond. 34-year- 


old Dean has provided the legal 
support for President Nixon's 
battles with Congress, including 
the blanket claim of executive 
privilege, the broad use of the 
pocket veto and the impound- 
ment of appropriated funds. 


The President also assigned 


Dean to investigate 
the 


Watergate mess, although Dean 
personally had brought one of 
the Watergate ringleaders, G. 
Gordon Liddy, into the White 
House. Not surprisingly, Dean 
produced a whitewash report 
exonerating all present White 
House employes. 


The FBI, conducting its own 


investigation, asked 
Dean 


whether E. Howard Hunt, the 
other Watergate ringleader, had 
an office in the White House 
executive office building. Dean 
claimed not to know, although 
three days earlier, he had sent 
aides to search Hunt's office, 
drill open his safe and clear out 
any incriminating documents. 


Even L. Patrick Gray, the ac- 


ting FBI director, was com- 
pelled under oath to admit that 
Dean "probably lied" to the 
FBI. This happens to be a 
federal offense.

Dean was fired from the 


Welch and Morgan firm, accor- 
ding to the Civil Service files, on 
February 4, 1966. He wangled a 
political appointment as minori- 
ty counsel 
to the House 


Judiciary Committee, 
under 


auspices 
of Rep. William 


McCullfvh. R-Ohio. The 
following year, Dean was ap- 
pointed associate director of the 
National Commission on Reform 
of Criminal Laws. 


Among his duties, he directed 


a study of "conflict of interest" 
— the very offense that brought 


his discharge from the Welch 
and Morgan firm. A spokesman 
for the firm refused to confirm 
or deny that Dean had been 
fired. 


However, attorneys formerly 


associated with the firm told us 
Dean was kicked out of the of- 
fice after he was caught in a con- 
flict over a St. Louis television 
application. One 
attorney 


described his exit as a "forced 
departure." 
Another 
reported 


more explicitly that Dean wasn't 
even allowed to pick up his 
belongings, which were returned 
to him bv mail. 


According to this source, Dean 


had been assigned by the firm to 
prepare an application for a 
television license for the Con- 
tinental Summit 
Television 


Corp. At the same time, he 
allegedly filed a secret, rival 
application for himself and some 
friends. Our source said this was 
grounds for disbarrment, but out 
of compassion, the firm merely 
fired him. Another 
former 


member of the firm, while 
agreeing on the circumstances, 
questioned whether Dean could 
have been disbarred.

We checked the files at the 


Federal Communications Com- 
mission and found, curiously, 
that the paperwork handled by 
Dean is missing from the file. Of 
course, this may be inadvertent. 


We spoke to several attorneys 


who have worked with Dean. 
Some describe his work as 
mediocre at best: others sav he 


is both charming and intelligent. 
He has used self-hypnosis, says 
one source, to improve his con- 
centration. 


Increasingly, however, the em- 


battled Dean appears to be a 
weak pillar for the President to 
rest his bold legal doctrines on. 
Yet only last week, the Presi- 
dent phoned Dean from Key 
Biscayne, Fla., to express his full 
support. 


Press secretary Ron Ziegler 


made a point of emphasizing this 
to newsmen. "The President," 
said Ziegler. "has complete con- 
fidence in Mr. Dean and wanted 
me again, here this morning to 
specifically express President 
Nixon's absolute, total con- 
fidence in Mr. Dean in this 
regard." 


Footnote: Civil Service Com- 


mission files show that two-and- 
a-half years later, Mr. Welch 
watered down the unethical con- 
duct charge. Former firm 
members say Welch wrote the 
letter after an appeal from 
Dean's political friends. The 
files show he wrote a letter, 
dated October 29, 1968, to the 
Civil Service 
Commission 


declaring the unethical conduct 
charge "may have been an 
overstatement." Welch added 
rather vaguely: "A more pat 
characterization of Mr. Dean's 
departure would be to describe 
it as having resulted from a basic 
disagreement over law firm 
policies regarding the nature and 
scope of an associate's ac- 
tivities."

Issue Not Clear Cut

Although the issue over the 


rightness or wrongness of abor- 
tion is not fully answerable, I 
nonetheless question the idea 
that the embryo is essentially 
any less human than is the fetus 
in the later stages of reproduc- 
tion or the baby who is outside 
of the womb. 


It is true that in the first few 


months of pregnancy the embryo 
is necessarily extremely 
primitive, obviously much more 
so than the newborn baby. But 
then, a newborn baby is much 
more primitive mentally and 
physically than is an adult in his 
or her prime. Perhaps there is a 
vaster difference between the 
newborn baby and the single fer- 
tilized egg cell than between an 
adult and a baby, but this 
doesn't obscure the fact, as I see 


it. that the difference between 
even the single fertilized egg cell 
and the baby is nothing more 
than a difference in maturity, 
not humanity, just as the 
difference between an adult and 
a baby is merely a difference in - 
maturity rather than in humani- 
ty. At least traditionally, civiliza- 
tion has held that the lives of 
small children are equally as 
valuable as those of adults, if not 
more so. 


The difference between the 


egg cell once it has been fer- 
tilized and therefore has begun 
to develop as a being and the 
newborn baby or. for that 
matter, the adult, is, as I see it, 
one of maturity not humanity. 


In any event, as far as I am 


concerned, the central issue is 
not the "rights" of the prospec- 
tive mother but the humanity, or 
lack of it. belonging to that being 
which she carries in her womb. 


This issue of abortion has 


never really been clear-cut but 
has always been largely muddy 
and confusing with the result 
that this letter has not been 
written to condemn anyone who 
has had an abortion or who is 
considering such a move. A 
human being is always treading 
on shaky ground when he calls 
others i m m o r a l a n y w a y . 
However, this issue is one that 
appears to me to effect very 
basic values of Christianity and 
of civilization in general. For 
these reasons, the question over 
abortion is highly important. 


I feel that abortions are quite 


probably a mistake or at least 
highly questionable, and it is 
only asked that the arguments 
that have just been made be 
given consideration.

Bu t in redu cing im ports y ou do not end u p with th e 
econom ic bad effects of ex ports. All th e side effects, in fact, 
are to th e adv antage of th e nation. M ore dom estic produ c­ 
tion of oil sh ou ld tend to lower petroleu m prices, a produ ct 
of greater self reliance. 
Additionally , greater dom estic produ ction m eans m ore 
jobs w ith in ou r own nation and m ore capital created th rou gh 
th e u tilization of ou r natu ral resou rces, a condition most 
appealing to pov erty ridden Alaska.

Wash ington — Wh ite Hou se 
cou nsel Joh n Wesley Dean III, 
wh o prepares all President 
Nix on’s legal opinions, was fired 
from h is first law job for 
"u neth ical condu ct.” 
Civ il Serv ice Commission files 
contain a form, dated Au gu st 30, 
1967 , and marked "Inq u iry For 
United States Gov ernment Use 
Only ,” wh ich giv es a report on 
D ean’s dism issal from th e 
prestigiou s Wash inglpn law firm 
of Welch and Morgan. 
Th e form is signed by Vincent 
B Welch , senior partner, wh o 
ch ecked 
" Y e s ” a fte r th e 
q u estion: "To y ou r knowledge 
h as (Dean) ev er been disch arged 
or h as h e resigned from any 
employ ment after being told h is 
condu ct or w ork was not 
satisfactor>?" 


Under "reason for disch arge 
or resignation,” Welch wrote: 
“ Uneth ical condu ct.” Asked to 
"please ex plain fu lly ,” h e 
added: "Wh ile employ ed by th is 
firm, applicant u ndertook work 
u nbeknownst to u s at th e time, 
in direct conflict with th e in­ 
terests of th e firm and a client 
th ereof.”

The bill includes a prohibition 
against placing a child in a posi­ 
tion where his or her health or 
life might be endangered. 
But Barnett said some 
religious groups, including the 
Christian Scientists, do not sub­ 
scribe to medical treatment and 
his amendment would exempt 
from the law those persons 
holding such beliefs. 
The bill was spon.sored by Sen 
Shirley .Marsh ot Lincoln and 
requires reporting ot child abuse 
cases to a central registry.

Currently, said Barnett. na- 


tional statistics indicate about 
50 per cent of all highway fatal- 
ities are related to alcohol. But 
there is no way to accurately 
measure those figures in Ne- 
braska and some persons be- 
lieve the state figure may be as 
low as 15 to 20 per cent, he 
said. 


"This would permit an in- 


depth investigation," he said. 
Currently, "guesswork" is in- 
volved when a determination is 
attempted as to the cause of an 
accident. 


Barnett 
agreed with some 


senators who raised questions 
about the use of the statistics 
and reports in later court ac- 
tions, and said a compromise 
can be reached on just who will 
perform the tests and how the 
reports may be used. 


Sen. Walter Epke of York, a 


member of the committee, said 
he supports the concept of the 
bill, "but it was never proved 
to me what the bill is needed 
for and I thought it was poorly 
prepared."

Ag Group To Name 
Money Study Panel 


Washington (AP) — The 
Senate .Agriculture Committee 
Thursday agreed to appoint a %- 
member group to study the 
feasibility of creating secondary 
money markets for promotion of 
rural development. 
In a letter to Sen. Hennan 
Talmadge, D-Ga., Sen. Carl Cur­ 
tis. R-Neb., requested formation 
of the group to study means of 
obtaining money needed to 
guarantee loans to farmers. 
Curtis said the obvious way to 
create such a market would be to 
draft a bill chartering a corpora­ 
tion similar to the National 
Mortgage Association which 
would purchase loan par­ 
ticipations from rural banks. 
But Curtis said it is not possi­ 
ble at the present time because 


of the current budgetary situa­ 
tion 
The study group will be com- 
po.sed of representatives of 
major money market institutions 
such as large commercial banks, 
investment bankers, insurance 
companies and foundations as 
well as rural bankers srfected by 
the committee. 
The group is charged with 
determining within 90 days the 
feasibility of establishing such a 
non-profit association. 
The association would be 
designed as an intermediary, 
through which rural financial in­ 
stitutions could locate major 
money market institutions to 
participate with them in making 
business and industrial loans.

In the first hand your partner 


will make two trump tricks with 
the A-10-3, whatever declarer 
plays, and on the second hand 
your partner will score the jack 
of trumps and ace of clubs to 
stop the contract. 


How can you tell that South 


started with the 10-5 of spades, 
not the singleton five? There 
are compelling reasons for 
arriving at this conclusion. One 
is that you know — at the point 
declarer follows low from 
dummy at trick one — that 
South cannot have the jack, for 
he would surely cover West's 
queen in that case. Fur- 
thermore, for the same reason, 
you can be sure that West 
realizes you know at trick one 
where the jack is located. 


It follows that if West had the 


Q-J-10 of spades he would lead 
the ten at trick two in order to 
identify that holding. His failure 
to play the ten — remember, he 
is a thoroughly reliable partner 
— therefore proves he does not 
have it. 


Consequently it is safe to 


overtake the jack with the ace 
in order to fire a third spade at 
declarer and hope in that way to 
promote a trump trick for West 
that does not exist naturally. Of 
course your effort may not 
succeed, but it is surely the 
right play to make.

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TV In India Aids Population Control Battle

Although television in India 


"is just coming into being," it is 
"geared to educational pur- 
poses" — for instance, combat- 
ting the country's unwieldy pop- 
ulation growth problem, an In- 
dian government official said 
Thursday in Lincoln. 


G. V. Shukla, first secretary 


for press and information at the 
Indian Embassy in Washington, 
D.C., 
said "13 million people 


each year are add»d" to India's 
population. 


"Our initial objective." he said 


in a press conference at the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln, 
"is to reduce this by half" and 
eventually achieve zero popula- 
tion growth 


Originally, he said, it was 


t h o u g h t there would be 
resistance to family planning 
measures because of "religion, 
illiteracy and ignorance " 


But India now has 
"the 


world's largest program in fami- 
ly planning," Shukla said, and it 


has "gathered considerable 
momentum." 


'No Resistance* 
"There has been no 


resistance," he said. The 
program is "limited only by the 
availability of means." 


To accomplish it, he said "the 


educative process will be largely 
through radio and television," 
which have no commercials and 
also concentrate on health 
problems and farming methods, 
among others. 


Radio in India "is very exten- 


sive," Shukla said. "There is lots 
of community listening." With 
the launching of a satellite, he 
predicted "the rapid growth of 
television within the next five 
years " 


Major reliance on the broad- 


cast media to reach India's pop- 
ulace, he indicated, stems partly 
from its current national literacy 
rate of only 20f. 


That figure, however, is up 5 


to 77, from when Britain ruled 
the country, he pointed out. 


G. V. Sbukla 


Whereas the broadcast media 


are state-controlled, Shulkla 
said, the Indian press is 
privately-owned and "terribly 
free" from censorship. "We just 
don't have any and never have. 


"Freedom and democracy are 


very inherent to the Indian 
temperament," he said. 
However, he cited a gap in 
coverage of local events, saying 
international items get more 
play. 


He traced that rend to the 


practice before 1947, when India 
claimed its independence. Then, 
British-owned newspapers tried 
to suppress Indian nationalism 
while the Indian nationalist 
press devoted heavy coverage to 
nationalist movements in India 
and other countries, he said. 


Independent 
newspapers in 


India have had problems in com- 
peting with monopolies, Shukla 
said, but in recent years "a lot of 
smaller papers have come up." 


Indians, too, are bi-lingual and 


"the major press has been in the 
English language," he said. 


'Happy' With Pullout 


Most Indian newspapers 


criticized America's involvement 
in Vietnam, Shukla said. "They 
were happy with the withdrawal 
announcement and it was well 
supported." 


He said although the conflict 


in neighboring Southeast Asia 
caused "no effects (on India) in 
any tangible way," it "hasn't 
conformed to our view. 


"Our basic approach is that 


the countries of the area should 
be left alone," he said, and each 
"strengthened in its own in- 
dependence, but cooperative 
relations should exist." 


American publications and 


students coming into India, he 
said, have aroused an awareness 
of drinking and drug use, but he 
stated that problems in both 
areas are "very small." A person 
who drinks or uses drugs in In- 
dia, he said is the "subject of 
ridicule — a social misfit." 


Shukla spent two days on the 


UNL campus. He discussed In- 
dian press and media develop- 
ment at a journalism school 
World Press Seminar, addressed 
the ASUN Senate, and met with 
members of UNL's India 
Association and 
International 


House.

being another Mickey Mantle or Sandy Koufax. 


It's also a time when young college football players 


dream of stepping into holes left by the graduation of the 
Greg Pruitts and Johnny Rodgerses. 


In the Big Eight this year, there aren't many 


backfield holes to be filled with 17 of the conference's top 
25 rushers of last season returning. 


And among that list of returnees are four of the top 


five, Pruitt the only one missing. 


Leading the returnees is the league's leading rusher, 


Iowa State's Mike Strachan (1,260 yards), No. 3 George 
Palmer of Oklahoma State (937 yards), No. 4 Charlie 
Davis of Colorado (926 yards) and No. 5 Brent Blackman 
of Oklahoma State (842 yards). 


Also returning are the top two passing quarterbacks, 


Nebraska's David Humm (2,074 yards) anc1 Kansas' David 
Jaynes (2,253 yards). 


NU, OU Biggest Losers 


The biggest losers of starting backs is Nebraska and 


Oklahoma with the Huskers returning only Humm as a 
starter from last season with the Sooners losing their en- 
tire starting backfield. 


However, it was a bit difficult for many observers to 


tell much difference between the Sooners' starting cast of 
quarterback Dave Robertson, halfbacks Pruitt and Joe 
Wylie and fullback Leon Crosswhite and the alternate 
unit of quarterback Kerry Jackson, halfbacks 
Joe 


Washington and Grant Burget and fullback Tim Welch. 


The rebuilding job in the offensive backfield facing 


new Husker coach Tom Osborne is the toughest in the 
league 


On the other hand some Big Eight teams such as 


Oklahoma State return an entire starting backfield. 


The Cowboys can put together an experienced 


backfield of Blackman at quarterback, Palmer at 
fullback, Fountain Smith and Alton Gerard at halfbacks, 
all four of whom ranked in the top 25 in rushing in the Big 
Eight last season. 


Missouri is another that can put four experienced and 


talented backs on the playing field for next fall's opener 
with quarterback John Cherry, fullback Ray Bybee and 
halfbacks Bill Ziegler, Tommy Reamon, LeRoy Moss and 
Jimmy Smith all owning starting credentials at one time 
or another last season 


Some Missing Quarterback 


Others such as Kansas State and Iowa State are mis- 


sing only the quarterback from last year's starting 
backfield 


Quarterback George Amundson is missing at Iowa 


State, but halfbacks Strachan and Willie Jones and 
fullback Moses Moore returns. 


Kansas State coach Vmce Gibson doesn't have 


quarterback Dennis Morrison around any more, but he 
has returning starters in halfback Isaac Jackson, fullback 
Don Calhoun and wide receiver Josh Washington. 


Colorado, like Oklahoma State, returns a starting 


backfield intact with quarterback Ken Johnson, fullback 
Bo Matthews, wingback Jon Keyworth and tailback 
Charlie Davis 


And Kansas is only one shy of having a full-house

AUGUSTA. Ga. (UPI) — Tommy Aaron 


needed a "lucky break" for a one-stroke lead 
over favored Jack Nicklaus and Japanese 
longshot Masahi "Jumbo" Ozaki in the opening 
round the Masters Thursday, and he got it at the 
exact same spot his pencil decided this tourna- 
ment five years ago. 


Aaron, among the first players to tee ott on 


the famed Augusta National course, had a four-

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In addition, the Behlen Obser- 
vatory, located at the 
Agricultural Field Laboratory 
near Mead, will be dedicated 
Saturday at 10 a.m. The obser­ 
vatory features the largest 
telescope in this region. 
The program began in 1970 
when Dr. Kam-Ching Leung, 
formerly with the Goddard 
Institute for Space Studies in 
New York, was hired to direct 
the program.
